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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed December 22, 2006 in 
which claim 24 was amended. 

The rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Wallace 
is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 24, 30, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 2003-261 890(machine translation). 

JP teaches a fuel additive for preventing slag and a method for burning fuel. The 
additive comprises a Mg, Fe and Na or K compound (see abstract; paragraph 0004). 
JP teaches that the slag exfoliates from surfaces (see paragraph 0007). 

JP teaches the limitations of the claims other than the proportions of the 
components. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to optimize the proportions of the metal compounds through 
routine experimentation for the best jbsu Its. As to optimization of results, a patent will 
not be granted based upon the optimization of result effective variables when the 
optimization is obtained through routine experimentation unless there is a showing of 
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unexpected results which properly rebuts the prima facie case of obviousness. See In re 
Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 276, 205 USPQ 215, 219 (CCPA 1980). See also In re 
Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936-37 (Fed. Cir. 1990), and In re 
Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). In addition, a prima facie 
case of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges overlap or lie inside ranges 
disclosed by the prior art, see In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 
1976; In re Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16USPQ2d 1934 (Fed. Cir. 1990). See MPEP 
2131 .03 and MPEP 2144.051. 

3. Claims 25-29 and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed transition metals and 
magnesium compounds. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
